The chamber's number 
two Democrat voted against 
the war in Iraq, but he in¬ 
sisted til at "tins is different." 

"I really believe there is a 
moral component here that's 
critically important," he said, 
citing how all members □ f tlie 
committee are horrified by 
the abhorrent attacks by 
Assad 


Senator Robert Menendez, 
the committee's chairman, 
said tlie amended, bipartisan 
resolution marks "a good 
foundation" for passing the 
Senate. 

"Tins resolutioii stakes the 
type of balance that we are 
heanng firom members on 
b Dth sides of the aisle in b oth 
houses as to what tlieir con¬ 
cerns are.' 

Lawmakers tweaked the 
resolution to include lan¬ 
guage sought hy Republican 
Senator John McCain, who 
had tlireatened a no vote un¬ 
less the measure addressed 
efforts to change the "mo¬ 
mentum" on the battle field in 
Syria. 

"Any observer would 
agree that unless Bashar al- 
Assad believes that he is 
going to lose, it will be im¬ 
possible for Inm to negotiate 
a peaceful settlement and de¬ 
parture from Syna,' McCain 
told the committee as it de¬ 
bated and ultimately ap¬ 
proved his amendment. 

McCain voted yes for the 
resolution, but five Republi¬ 
cans, including two potential 
2DI6 presidential candidates, 
Rand Paul and Marco Fuibio, 
voted against.

Rash Hashanali marks tlie 
begimiiiig of an important, 
ten-day period of self-reflec¬ 
tion and spiritual contempla¬ 
tion called Aseret Yemei 
Teshuva-Tlie Ten Days of 
Repentance, culminating in 
the holiest day on the Jewish 
calendar, Yom Kip pur, the 
Day of Atonement. Tlie tlnrd 
day of tins penod, after tlie 
feasting of the New Year, is 
the Fast of Gedalia, It is a half 
day fast, meaning it is only 
observed firoiii dawn of the 
third da>'' until dusk of that 
same day Yom Kip pur en¬ 
tails an entire day of fasting 
and prayer. 

One 0 f tlie mo st imp ort nt- 
uals of R.osh Hashaiiidi is tlie 
blowing of tlie Shofar, a 
ram's ham, to welcome tlie 
New Year. In the bible^ tlie 
day IS not referred to as F.g sh 
Hashanali but rather Yom 
HaZikkaron, 'Day of Fv.e- 
menibranee" or Yom T'mali, 
"^Tlie Day of tlie Sounding of 
the Shofar" Traditionally., a 
total of IQD notes will be 
sounded each day. 

Certain foods coiisumed 
on the holiday are integral to 


the harvest and have sigmfi- 
cance. Apples dipped in 
honey are symbolic of a wish 
for a sweet new year. At this 
time, the usual practice of 
sprinkling salt on bread is re¬ 
placed witli honey for the 
same reason. Tlie holiday 
bread, Challah, is round, in¬ 
stead of the usual Sabbath 
braid, embodying tlie circle 
0 f life and the return of a new 
year It will also be in the 
shape of a crown, as tlie lord 
is often referred to as royalty 
during prayers over the holi¬ 
day. 

Another tradition is Tash- 
likh, the act of'casting off." 
It IS performed on the after¬ 
noon of the first day, and en¬ 
tails walking to flowing 
water, where tlie contents of 
worshipers pockets are tossed 
into the nver-a symbolic cast¬ 
ing off of sms.

Court Introduces Code 
Of Conduct For Judges 



WILLEMSTAD - The Joint 
Court of Justice of Aruba, 
Curasao, Sint Maarten and 
Bonaire, Sint Eustatius and 
Saba has recently introduced 
a code of conduct forjudges. 
In this code provisions are in¬ 
clude concerning tlie impar¬ 
tiality of (full-time) judges, 
tlieir 0 tiler positions and how 
tliey may claim certain ex¬ 
penses. 

By State decree (Article 3 
□f the National Order status 
Common Court of Justice) it 
has been determined previ¬ 
ously that the administration 
of tlie Common Court of Jus¬ 
tice will establish a code of 
good judicial acts. After hav¬ 
ing met with all the judges, 
tlie administration of the 
Court adopted the code of 
conduct on 15 August of tins 
year. The Dutch version of 
tlie code was published yes¬ 
terday on the website of the 
Court. The P^iamentu and 
English version of the code 
will be added soon on the 
website. 

Tlie purpose of this code 
□f conduct forjudges is to en¬ 
sure the professional and 
meticulous pursuit of the 
work of a judge as well as 
possible In the State decree 
tliere are already a number o f 
laws to which judges must 
adhere, Tlie Code now pro¬ 
vides a more speafic inter¬ 
pretation of tliose rules and 
includes provisians on impar¬ 


tiality, other positions and 
declarations. 

Hie Code of Conduct fo¬ 
cuses on tlie responsibility of 
judges and their own aware¬ 
ness of the consequences and 
impact of tlieir behavior and 
act as a judge Tlie Code of 
Conduct serves as a guide to 
whiichjudges can focus on at¬ 
tending to their responsibili¬ 
ties. Their work also affects 
their personal life, tlierefore, 
there is attention dedicated to 
that in die code. Tlie Code of 
Conduct of tlie Joint Court is 
m line vi/ith the international 
development (including the 
Umted Nations Basic Prina- 
ples on the Independence of 
the JudiClary) and regional de¬ 
velopment (such, as the code 
of judicial conduct of the 
Caribbean Court of Justice).

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NY mayor rivals jockey for black vote as race heats up

NEW YOP.K CITY (AFP) - 
New Yorkers have their pick 
when It comes to diversity 
among the candidates hoping 
to replace their brash, billion¬ 
aire Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg. 

There is amaiTied lesbian, 
an African-American and a 
six-foot something wlute guy 
witli a bi-racial famly among 
those slugging it out for the 
Democratic nomination in 
September ID pnmary elec¬ 
tions. 

But it IS the latter, 5 3-year- 
old Bill de Blasio, who has 
surged aliead of the pack and, 
in a ratlier strange twist, is the 
current favonte among black 
voters. 

A Quinnipiac University 
poll recently showed that if 
the election happened now, 
34 percent of black voters 
would choose De Blasio 
compared to 25 percent for 
African-Amen can candidate 
William Tliompson, who nar¬ 
rowly missed beating 
Bloomberg in 30D9. 

De Blasio, the most left¬ 
leaning among die Demo¬ 
cratic hopehils^ has muscled 
out earlier frontrunner Cliris- 
tine Quinn, the cit>'' council 
speaker who is openly mar¬ 
ried to another woman 

Seen as the anti- 
Bloomberg candidate, the 
city's tall, gi’eying public ad¬ 
vocate De Blasio has hinged 
his campaign on inequality, 
describing New York as 'a 
tale of two cities,' the rich 
and the poor. 

He has honed m on the 
higlily emotional debate over 
stop-and-frisk, a police tactic 
loatlied by black and His¬ 
panic communities who see 
themselves as unfairly tar¬ 
geted. 

All the mam Democratic 
candidates have campaigned 
on the need for some sort of 
refomi to stop-and-frisk, 
even more so since a federal 
judge said police were using 
racial profiling and ruled the 
tactic unconstitutional two 
weeks ago 

B ut VO ter N a mi an Frazi er, 
61, said De Blasio has been 
the most convincing 

"Quiim and Thompson to 


me don't wanna speak out" 
against stop-and-frisk, Fra¬ 
sier told AFP at a campaign 
event in Brooklyn. 

" From the very beginning, 
he (De Blasio) was against 
it.. n 0 w they are j umpin g □ n 
the bandwagon." 

It does not hurt that De 
Blasio IS married to a black 
w'oman -- an outspoken les¬ 
bian until she fell m love witli 
him -- and has prominently 
featured his bi-racial family 
during the campaign. 

His 15-yeai'-old son Dante 
with Ins towering Afro has 
become a social media sensa¬ 
tion in his own rigilt, with De 
Blasio promoting the Twitter 
hashtag "go with the 'fro.'" 

In one video, De Blasio 
says he and his wife "have 
talked to Dante many times 
about the fact that some day 
you will be stopped " 

The practice of randomly 
stopping individuals and 
searching them was seen by 
many as key to bnnging 
cnminality to heel in the once 
violence-wracked city. 

Analyst Fred Siegel of the 
Manhattan Institute tlnnktank 
blamed Bloomberg for en¬ 
forcing police quotas that saw 
stop-and-frisk get out of hand. 

"I have been stopped quite 
a few times,' said John 
Bigelow, 49, a Hispanic la¬ 
borer from Canarsie in 
Brooklyn. 

"ItIS not a good thing and 
very embarrassing getting 
slopped ill my own neigh¬ 
bourhood." 

Samuel Abrams, apoliti¬ 
cal scientist at New York's 
Sarali Lawrence College, said 
De Blasio was scoring points 
as the "populist anti- 
Bl 0 0 mb erg, anti-corporate" 
candidate. 

His boldest proposal is a 
lax on those who earn over 
$5DD,00D to pay for after- 
school care for young chil¬ 
dren. 

"In New York, personality 
matters. New Yorkers have 
had enough of the brash, 
pushy mayor Many love it, a 
lot of people don't."' 

A multi-billionaire Man¬ 
hattanite, Bloomberg has 
niled New York for 12 years. 


after cajoling City Council 
into lifting a two -term limit m 
2009. 

He has presided over a 
falling murder rate and ag¬ 
gressively pushed sweeping 
public healdi policies, but has 
been accused of check-book 
diplomacy and seeking 
nanny-state reforms. 

Siegel said it may be 47- 
year-old Quinn's image as tlie 
“natural" successor to 
Bloomberg that has hit her 
populanty, at a lime when 
most New Yorkers are look¬ 
ing for a "clean break." 

P;.ecent polls dealt a stun¬ 
ning blow to Quinn's cam¬ 
paign while she was still 
basking in endorsements

CHICAGO (AFP) - Ariel 
Castro, the American who 
held three young women cap¬ 
tive for a decade, was found 
hanged in the Ohio prison 
where he was serving a life 
sentence, officials said 
Wednesday. 

Tlie deatli of the 53-year- 
old brought an abrupt and 
dramatic ending to a sordid 
case tliat shocked the United 
States and tlie world with 
revelations of depravity and 
brutality carried out in an or¬ 
dinary Cleveland home 

Castro was being held in 
protective custody, which 
means he was in a cell by 
himself and guards checked 
on him every 30 minutes. 

Officials tned in vain to 
resuscitate Castro after his 
body was discovered at 9'20 
pm Tuesday (012D GMT 
Wednesday) at the Correc¬ 
tional Reception Center in 
Orient. He was pronounced 
dead about 90 mmutes later.

Mexican President Enrique 
Pena Nieto said Wednesday 
he would voice concerns 
about alleged US spying on 
lus emails to US counterpart 
Barack Obama, wariung it 
would be illegal if proven 
tTLie. 

The two leader will come 
face to face at tlie Group of 
20 meeting in Russia on 
Thursday, four days after a 
US journalist reported that 
the National Secunty 
Agenicy snooped on tlie on¬ 
line activities of the Brazil¬ 
ian and Mexican leaders 
The new claims of spying in 
Latin Anienca came t'^o 
months after allegations of 
widespread US electronic 
espionage in the region that 
intimated allies and nvals 
alike 

"If it IS proven that an action 
took place, witli the use of 
espionage means, this is 
clearly not permitted and it 
IS outside the law," Pena 
Nieto told reporters diinng a 
layover in Canada on his 
way to Saint Petersburg. 
"There will surely be space 
at tlie G20 for some sort of 
meeting, eitlier casual or in¬ 
formal, with the US presi¬ 
dent to make our position 
very clear,' he said, recalling 
that his government has 
asked the United States to

DAMASCUS (AFP) - Syria 
said Wednesday it had taken 
'ever/measure" to retaliate if 
hit by a feared US-led rmh- 
tary stnke and would never 
give in, even if a third world 
war erupts 

In an exclusive interview 
with AFP, Deputy Foreign 
Minister Faisal Muqdad also 
insisted that Russia had not 
wavered in its support, de¬ 
spite comments by President 
Vladimir Putin suggesting a 
more conciliatory tone to¬ 
wards tlie West. 

"^Syna has taken every 
measure to retaliate against... 
an aggression,'" he said, al¬ 
though he refused to provide 
any clue as to what tliat might 
mean 

"Tlie Syrian government 
will not change position even 
if there is World War III. No 
Synan can sacrifice the inde¬ 
pendence of his country," he 
added. 

Tlie regime categorically 
denies any responsibility for 
the alleged attack in Damas¬ 
cus suburbs and has said it is 
cooperating witli UN inspec¬ 
tors who are currently 
analysing samples taken from 
the sites of the suspected in¬ 
cident. 

Analysts fear that the con¬ 


flict currently tearing Syria 
apart will spill over perma¬ 
nently into fragile, neigh- 
baunng countries such as 
Lebanon, vdiere supporters of 
the Damascus regime are al¬ 
ready pitted against its oppo¬ 
nents. 

And allies Pjussia and Iran 
have warned that any military 
mtervention would have dev¬ 
astating regional conse¬ 
quences. 

Butin an interview broad¬ 
cast earlier Wednesday, Putin 
appeared to stnke a more 
conciliatory note by saying 
he did not exclude agreeing 
to strikes if it was proven the 
regime had earned out the al¬ 
leged gas attack. 

Yet Muqdad stressed that 
Moscow had not wavered in 
its support of Damascus. 

"Tlie Russian position is 
unchanged, it's a responsible 
position of a fnend that is in 
favour of peace,'" he said.

India's new central bank chief warns of unpopular steps to fight crisis 


MUMBAI (AFP) -Top ecDn- 

□mist Raghuram Raj an 
warned Wednesday that he 
may have to take unpopular 
steps to tackle India's worst 
economic crisis m decades as 
he took over as the central 
bank's new chief 

Raj an, a former IMF chief 
economist, sought to reassure 
rattled markets, saying India 
faced tough challenges but 
was fijndamentally sound, as 
policymakers battle a plum¬ 
meting mpee and decade-low 
growth. 

But m his first public com¬ 
ments after taking over as Re¬ 
serve Bank of India (P^.BI) 
governor earlier Wednesday, 
Raj an added that "some of 
tlie actions I take will not be 
popular', without detailing 
tiiem 

'The governorship of the 


central bank is not meant to 
win one votes or Facebook 
'likes'. But I hope to do the 
nght thing, no matter what 
tlie criticism, even while 
looking to learn firom the ent- 
icisiii,*' he said in a televised 
statement. 

Raj an, famed for forecast¬ 
ing the 2003 global financial 
cnsis, takes over firom incum¬ 
bent Duwuri Sub bar a D, as 
India's once-boomiiig econ¬ 
omy IS caught 111 a quagmire 
of sharply slowing growth, 
lugh inflation, a record cur¬ 
rent account defiat and slid¬ 
ing currency 

Some analysts fear Asia's 
tliird-largest economy could 
be heading for a meltdown 
with the rupee down around 
17 percent against the dollar 
tins year. 

Raj an stressed that he 


would hew to the RBI's man¬ 
date of "secuniig monetary 
stability" and sustaining con¬ 
fidence 111 the value of tlie 
country's money, which 
means "low and stable infla¬ 
tion'" 

He added that the RBI 
needed to be a "beacon of re¬ 
sponsibility" and that protect¬ 
ing the value of money 
against corrosion of inflation 
was cmcial. 

Subbarao said earlier 
Wednesday that Ins successor 
was in for a bumpy ride witli 
an econo my that grew at a 
decade low of five percent in 
the last finanaal year -- way 
below the near double-digit 
levels notched up during the 
heady nought es. 

'"Tlie country could not 
have asked for a more capa¬ 
ble person to lead the R.BI in 


these most difficult times," he 
added. 

Raj an will lake charge op- 
erati on ally on Thursd ay at th e 
bank's headquarters in finan¬ 
aal hub Mumbai. 

Investors are looking to 
Ra] an to introduce p olicies to 
calm jittery markets and sta- 
bili se the rupee. 

"It would be unfair to ex¬ 
pect magic fi'am one p erson," 
said Siddhaiiha Sanyal, clnef 
India economist with Bar¬ 
clays Capital. 

"But he IS well-equipped 
to deliver tlie best one can, 
giV en In s cr edeiiti al s." 

Abheek Baru^ chief econ¬

Similar gusts also hit nearby 
Kanuma city, injuring at least 
two men, a local police 
spokesman said. 

About 600 households lost 
power for around tliree hours 
in Yalta city, said Tokyo Elec¬ 
tric Power, which covers the 
region.

Tlie weather agency said at

MOSCOW (AFP)-President 
Vladimir Putin on Wednesday 
revealed Fmssia had sus¬ 
pended deliveries of soplusti- 
cated S-3D0 missile systems to 
Syna even diough some com¬ 
ponents had already been 
handed over. 

Western governments have 
repeatedly condemned Paissia 
for signing a contract to sup¬ 
ply President Bashar al- 
Assad's regime widi the S-3DQ 
air-defence systems wludi are 
among Pmssia's most prized 
mditary exports. 

Russia has repeatedly in¬ 
sisted dial the contract is being 
implemented but in an inter¬ 
view with Chamiel One state 
television Putin said deliveries 
had now been suspended, 
widiout making clear why. 

Tlie announcement app ears 


aimed at reassuring Russia's 
Western partners ahead of tins 
week's G2Q summit in Saint 
Petersburg. 

The West and Israel argued 
that delivery of the sophisti¬ 
cated weaponry by Moscow 
would hand Damascus the 
firepower to lut back at po ssi- 
ble air attacks. 

Putin acknowledged dial 
die S-300 systems were not 
Russia's most modem 
weaponry but also could not 
resist opining that they are a 
■bit better than die (US) Patn- 
ots, for example". 

Tlie S-3DQ surface-to-air 
missile systems were first de¬ 
veloped under the Soviet 
Union but new versions also 
appeared after die collapse of 
the USSP.. 

A military source told the 


state PJA Novosti news 
agency Wednesday that the 
components delivered by 
Moscow to Damascus were 
thus far not enougli to mount 
a single complete 3-30D mis¬ 
sile system and could not be 
used as a weapon 

Syna has paid a deposit of 
several hundred million dol¬ 
lars, die sources told the iiews- 
pcjier.

Ecuador 

seeks 

penalties for 
libel on social 
networks 

QUITO (AFP) - Tht Eaiado- 
ran govermnent has propoi^ed 
legal changes to pumsh libel 
dissemmaled over social net¬ 
works like Twitter or Face- 
book, a top official said 
Wednesday. 

Alexis Mera, Pi'esident 
F.afael Correa's seicretary for 
legal affairs, said the move 
aimed not to conti'ol content 
on social networks, hot to ex¬ 
tend to them the same rules 
that apply to other media. 

"The same penalty that ex¬ 
ists for defamation in the com¬ 
munications media, or in any 
otlier situation, is applicable in 
cases of defamation on social 
networks," Mera said. 

Under Ecuador's penal 
code, slanderous libel, winch 
involves a false accusafion of 
a crime, carries a puiiisliment 
of between six months and 
two years in prison. 

Libel that simply impugns a 
personas honor is considered a 
lesser offense with ligliter 
pen allies. 

The proposal, wiirch has 
been presented to a congres¬ 
sional committee, comes 
against a backdrop of hostile 
relations between Correa and 
the countiy's privately owned 
media 

Correa has used the courts 
to sue for libel newspapei's and 
journalists who have wirtten 
cntically about Inm. 

The courts are currently 
considering a constitution^ 
challenge brought against a 
controversial new communi¬ 
cations law that would reduce 
the private sector's share of 
radio and television frequen¬ 
cies.

LAGOS (AFP) - Afiica^s ndi- 
esl man announced plans 
Wednesday to build a refineiy 
as well as petrQchemip:al and 
fertiliser plants wnrtli some $ 9 
billion, promising to reduce 
Nigena's dependency on im¬ 
ported fuel.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
intern ational ai'biti’atDr has 
ruled that Venexueia made no 
genuine effort to fairly com¬ 
pensate ConDcoPhilkps after 
seizing the US oil company's 
assets m the country. 

The World Bank's Interna- 
tiDnal Center for Settlement of 
Investment Disputes effec¬ 
tively ruled Tuesday that Cara¬ 
cas is bound to pay Conoco 
fairly for the assets, which 
were naUonahzed in 3007 by 
tlie government of then-presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez 


Venezuela "breached its ob¬ 
ligation to negotiate in good 
faith for compensation &r its 
taking of tlie Conoco Phillips 
assets ui the tliree projects on 
the basis of market value," tlie 
ICSID tribunal said. 

Venezuela seized Conoco's 
Petrozuata and Hamaca heavy 
cmde oil projects and tlie off¬ 
shore Corocoro development 
as Chavez pursued more hene- 
fiits from the oil industry for 
his government.
